The workb 
arc now below the eastern limits of 
the city. Is it not a foolish move to 
begin again to lavish expense on 
system that is all wrong? No person 
familiar with the needs of a city, sit 
uated as Portsmouth is, would eve 
have instituted a system so 
and enormously expensive.

should be a change from 
mcom- 


pentency and mismanagement 
to 


more modern nnd effective methods. 
Portsmouth is growing rapidly in 
population and wealth, and taxes arc 
growing also. Let us have something 
in the way of water works that we can 
depend on.

Tampa, June -10.—The riot has 


passed into the list of "hasbeens"; 
tut when the censor allows full data 
to be made known it will be found to 
Lave eclipsed the atrocities of the 
::New York and Baltimore riots. 
' ' Sunday night soldiers broke open a 
•carload o£ beer, which had 
been 


/placed on a siding near the brewery, 
'and helped themselves.^as a celebra- 
tion of the confiscation of the Spanish 
'Casino. Haying finished that supply, 
•they went to the bottling works, but 
'were driven off. Then came 
the 


^saloons, which are in outlying dis- 
tricts'—most of which were demol- 
ished, every movable thing being car- 
'ried away, liquor taken, etc. This 
"was 
the beginning. No words can 


i describe what took place in the •fqrty- 
<eight hours following. 
There are entire blocks in which a 


'whole pane of glass cannot be found— 
quarter-mile stretches . where every 
family has hastily 
moved, panic- 


'stricken with fear. The negro child, 
which was stolen, was hung up for 
:the soldiers to use as a target—or 
.rather to see how near they could 
'come to shooting him and yet miss. 
As they were drunk, it'is wonderful 
that the child was not murdered. 


At least two negro soldiers were 


killed. A captain of the Georgia 
volunteers, who was shot through the 
lungs, is reported dying, as is a lieu- 
tenant. Several white privates are 
seriously .wounded; one will be a crip- 
ple; another has lost all consciousness 
and will not live many hours. This 
last is a strange case.

invasion, 32 transport steamships bear- 


g over 15,000 officers and men, con- 


voyed by battleships, cruisers, gunboats 
and auxiliary craft—16 in number— 
having actually sailed from Key West 
it daybreak Monday morning. 


The authorities made this announce- 


ment for the reason that the time for 
secrecy was now past, as the scout 
boats had made sure that the path was 
dear before it and that no possible 
menace could come from the Spanish 
ships or troops, even should the enemy 
know that our forces were now ad- 
vancing against them. 


By Thursday at the latest the trans- 


ports will be off Santiago, and a large 
American army will.make its' landing 
an Cuban soil. Admiral Sampson has 
sleared the way for this undertaking, 
and little danger is apprehended in 
getting ashore. 


It will be after that, when the ad- 


rance IB made, that the actual dramatic 
developments may be expected. By 
that time it is likely the American 
commanders will be 
in-direct cable 


wmmunication with the authorities: 
here. 


Admiral Sampson has taken the snore 


end of the cable landing at Guantan- 
amo and a force of cable experts are 
rapidly restoring the line to working 
order. 


The progress of this work has been 


so satisfactory that one of the leading 
officials of the state department said 
ihat it was hoped this direct cable com- 
munication would be established hy 
Thursday. 


It will put an end to the dearth of 


official information concerning import- 
ant movements and 'will enable the 
minorities here to keep in close touch 
with those executing the 
strategic 


movements.

Aside from the men and officers mak- 


ing up the expedition, the hoats car- 
ried a vast quantity of supplies, am- 
munition and war equipments, neces- 
sary to maintain an organization of 
tuis size for at least 60 days.

engineer corps of the army. It will be 
a laborious process at best, and will 
take a full day or more.

The Spanish Cadiz fleet is almost as 


much of a mystery to the naval officers 
here ns was Admiral Cervera'a flying 
squadron during the'two weeks imme- 
diately preceding its' inglorious bot- 
u'ng up at Santiago.

squadron was unfit for sea. That 
would have -been credited except that

Having in m;nd these conflicting re-

exist as to tlirj presence in, or absence 
from the harbor of a popular city such 
as Cadiz of a whole squadron of war- 
ships.

at Cadiz, owing to the bad condition 
of the ships. It may be noted, 1 
ever, that although acting upon th' 
belief, as shown by the beginning of 
the military invasion of Cuba, the. war 
board is taking no unnecessary chances 
of a surprise and by means of scouts 
has provided for securing timely warn- 
ing of the approach of any hostile ap- 
proach to the seat of war.

MUCH DIPFIOTJLTY 


Is FrcdlctBfl In the American Effort to

Madrid, June 14.—The opinion here 


is that a land attack upon Santiago de 
Cuba will prove a much harder propo-

commonly supposed. 


Tha country to be traversed presents 
great natural difficulties. 


The rainy season has now begun. 


Doubtless the Americans will have the 
assistance of the insurgents who are 
thoroughly acquainted -with the topo- 
graphy of 
the district, and are well 


seasoned against disease; but in the 
past history of the insurrection the 
rebels have never had nuicu success 
in attacking fortified positions. 
- At the same time it must be remem- 
bered that a considerable number of 
Spanish troops are available for de- 
fense. A list is published in several 
Madrid newspapers showing that in the 
province of Santiago, including Hol- 
guin and Manzanillo, there are no less 
than 30 battalions of infantry, seven 
squadrons of cavalry, five companies 
of sappers, four mountain batteries and 
four companies of garrison artillery. 


i The prospect of a conjoint bombard- 
ment by the American squadron does 
not excite serious apprehension in the 
minds of the Spanish military au- 
thorities.
